SALEM COURT HOUSES WERE 
OVERCROWDED. 


SALEM. Dec. 19—The 
Houses have been overcrowded again 
this week. Three courtS were in 
session yesterday, the Supreme and 
two Superior Courts. Judge Stevens, 
of the Superior Court, declined to hold 
a jury waived session in the County 


Commissioners’ apartments, and set 
up his bench in. the Grand Jury room. 
The clerks and the sheriffs had tem- 
porary desks. The witnesses and 
principals occupied the witness room 
connected with the Grand Jury room. 
But such was the confusion about this 
improvised court room, especially in 
the lobby, that Judge Stevens several 
times interrupted proceedings and re- 
quested the sheriff to stop the noise.

One 
session of this Civil Court holds over 
until next month. and then the Grand 
Jury comes in. The Hastings murder 
trial is also listed for next month, and 
there will be another puzzle as to the 
best means of providing sufficient and 
proper room.

Greene’s Attack on Lawson. 

The aftermath of Thomas W. Law- 
son’s campaign against Amalgamated 
and other Wall street interests was the 
appearance of a half page advertised 
letter in the papers entitled “Thomas 
W. Lawson—Read This Picture,” and 
signed by W. C. Greene, head of the 
Greene Consolidated Copper company, 
which had been hard hit by the slump. 
In it Mr. Lawson was severely. called 
to account for his methods and was de- 
scribed as a liar, a fakir and a charla- 
tan. Furthermore, Mr. Greene adver- 
tised his intention of gotng to Boston 
next day to tell Mr. Lawson so to his 
face. Lawson replied at first good 
naturedly, saying that Greene was a 
good fellow and that he had been used 
as a tool by the frenzied financiers. 
Lawson waited in vain two days, while 
Wall street chuckled at the comedy. 
Later Mr. Greene appeared in Boston. 


Shipbuilding Company Reorganized. 
Counsel for the reorganization com- 
mittee of the defunct United States 
Shipbuilding company filed Dee. 10 
the certificate of incorporation of the 
new company to be known as the 
Bethlehem Steel: corporation, which is 


.. to. take possession .of .all-the-properties 


of the old company and of the Bethle- 
hem Steel company. The new cor- 
poration has an authorized capital of 
$30,000,000, half preferred at 7 pe 
cent and half common. 


Price of Rails Unchanged. 

The members of the Steel Rail asso- 
ciation in secret session at New York 
have decided to maintain the price of 
$28 a ton on steel rails for delivery in 
1905. This year’s production of steel 
is under 2,000,000 tons. 


Morton Holds Shipbuilders. 


Secretary of the Navy Morton has 


ordered that the receivers appointed 
for the Neafie & Levy Ship and En- 
gine Building company of Philadelphia 
shall be held responsible for the con- 
tract with the government for the con- 
struction of the protected cruiser St.

per cent from the men’s wages. 


A New Marconi Record. 

A report from Kansas City, Mo., 
Dec. 15 told of the successful trans- 
mission of a wireless message by the 
Marconi system from that city to 
Cleveland, O., a distance of 725 miles, 
without relaying. If true, this is the 
longest overland wireless transmission 
on record. 


Coal Scare In Pittsburg. 

The great manufacturing city. of 
Pittsburg, in the center of a great coal 
district, has been suffering from a 
scarcity of coal, which threatened to 
become a serious famine. The rail- 
roads are unable to supply cars enough 
to handle the coal, extra quantities of 


which were in use on account of the 
dry spell and low water in the rivers. 


Gould’s Western Outlet. 

By the election of E. T. Jeffrey as 
vice president of the Western Pacific 
railway Dec. 10 the way was cleared 
for the construction of the last link in 
the Gould system from Salt Lake to 
San Francisco. Mr. Jeffrey is president 
of Denver and Rio Grande. The route 
finally selected by the engineers for 
crossing the Sierra Nevada mountains 
is through Beckwith pass on the line 
1,000 feet lower than that of the Cen- 
tral Pacific, so that snowsheds will not 
be required at any point.

McClure on Crime. : 

The editor and proprietor of ° Mc- 
Clure’s Magazine challenges public at- 
tention in his December issue with an 
article on the increase of lawlessness 
in the United States. From statistics 
presented he asserts that “at present 
there are four and a half fimes as 
many murders and homicides for each 
million of people in the United States 
as there were ‘in’ 1881.” “Speaking of 
the causes of this increase, which in- 
cludes the corruption/of officials whose 
duty it is to protect the community, he 
describes as our governing oligarchy 
three classes of citizens: First, saloon 
keepers, gamblers and others who en- 
gage in business that degrades; sec- 
ond, contractors, capitalists, bankers 
and others who can make money by 
getting franchises and other property 
of the community cheaper by bribery 
than by paying the community, and, 
third, politicians who are willing to 
seek and accept office with the aid and 
indorsement of the classes already 
mentioned.

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Bill to Aid Philippines Passed 


With surprising promptness the deliberative senate, Dec. 16, by a vote 


of 44 to 23, adopted the amended 


which passed the house at the last session of congress. 


Philippine public improvement Dill 
Its main feature 


is provision for the construction of a railroad system for the islands. 
The Spooner compromise amendment, which was accepted by the ma- 
jority, provides that the Philippine government shall guarantee interest 
on railroad bonds at not exceeding 4 per cent per annum instead of 5 
per cent, as provided in the bill as it passed the house. The amendment 
also gives the Philippine government a first lien upon the railroad prop- 
erty so guaranteed and provides additional means of saving that gov- 


ernment from loss. 


As passed, the bill limits the total annual contingent liability to 
$1,200,000. It exempts from taxation all bonds issued by the Philippine 
and Porto Rican governments, authorizes municipalities in the Philip- 
pines to incur a bonded indebtedness amounting to 5 per cent of the 
assessed valuation of their property at 5 per cent interest, authorizes 
the Philippine government to incur a bonded indebtedness of $5,000,000 
for improvements at 4% per cent interest, provides for the administra- 
tion of the immigration laws by the Philippine authorities, establishes 
a system for the location and patenting of mineral, coal and saline lands, 
fixes the metric system for the islands and gives the civil governor the 


title of governor general 


“The importance of this legislation to the Philippines can hardly be 
exaggerated,” said Senator Lodge, the chairman of the Philippine com- 


mittee. 


“It means the promotion of civilization in the islands, the open- 


ing up to the commerce of the world of vast sections of untold fertility 
and productiveness. Such a railroad as is proposed is the most powerful 
possible guarantee of peace and prosperity. There is now a short rail- 


road in the islands, only 120 miles 


long, and it is paying a good profit 


on the investment, although it suffered many vicissitudes during the 
recent troublous times in the archipelago.”

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SUNDAY FIRE ALARM 


Box 37 Called Firemen to Brisk Blaze 
in Ricker House on Salem Street. 


A brisk blaze broke out in a storage 
attic of a double house owned by Mrs. | 
R. A, Carter on Salem. street, last. Sun- | 
day morning, just before 12 o’clock. | 

‘fhe half of the house in which the 
damage was done is occupied by Edward 
S. Ricker, who keeps a number of Phil- 
lips Academy students. It was discov- 
ered by Edward Greenwood, who was 
passing ina team, and he immediately 
sounded box 37, which is located in front 
of the residence of George C. Foster, 
only a short distance away. 

The tire spread rapidly in the Attic, 
where mattresses, trunks, and furniture 
were stored, which gave the flames 
plenty of material to feed upon. The 
fire broke through the roof and before it 
was extinguished had burned half of the 
upper portion of the entire structure. 

Most of the furnishings of the rooms 
below were removed to places of safety, 
and what remained received a severe 
drenching. All the trunks in the attic 
contained goods owned by both Mr. 
Ricker and the students, and these were 
burned on the exterior, while the con- 
tents, though not burned, were soaked 
with water. 

In the students’ rooms very little was 
lost, as willing hands soon had most of 
the furniture taken out. The firemen 
had three streams of water on the fire, 
but.it.was an hour and a half before the 
blaze was subdued. The furniture in 
that side of the building suffered more 
from damage by water than by fire, and 
the entire loss is estimated at $1000. 
Both the house and furniture were in- 
sured. 

On account of some misunderstanding 
in the fire alarm the Ballardvale depart- 
ment responded, but was not called 
into service as the fire was nearly out. 

The local department made an excep- 
tionally good run, taking into account 
that three of the horses were in differ- 
ent parts of the town on the snow plows. 
The first piece of apparatus was on the 
scene in fifteen minutes after the alarm 
sounded. 

The tiremen~did-exceptionally —-zood 
work on the blaze, keeping it from’ 
breaking through the board partition 
between the burnt attic and that of Mrs. 
C. P. Otis, who lives in the other side of 
the house. Had the fire broken through 
there would have been a greater amount 
of damage done. ‘The house was partly 
insured through the Merrimack Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company, and it is a 
matter of pride that the loss was ad- 
justed by them on Monday. u

OBITUARY. 


MARY KATE ROBERTS. 


Miss Roberts, whose death on Sunday 
last is elsewhere recorded, was born in 
Andover and resided there continuously 
until 1870, when her parents moved to 
Boston. In 1889, after the death of 
James Adams Roberts, her father, Miss 
Roberts and her mother returned to 
Andover and built what 1s generally 
known as the “ Little Red House” at 
the corner of Phillips and Abbot 
streets. Mrs. Roberts died there in 
1s), and since that year Miss Kate 
Roberts has lived practically alone, except 
such occasional times as her relatives 
could be with her. In this short period, 
from 1889 to 1904, Miss Roberts gained 
an enviable position in the town of 
ler birth. She was essentially an 
Andover woman. Here her parents 
and grandparents lived, here she was 
educated, here formed her early friend- 
ships, many of which grew and ripened 
until death transferred them to another 
world. It was natural. she should love 
Andover, -take-to heart its hopes, watch 
with jealous but loving eyes its life and 
progress. And, loving it as she did, giving 
it always her best thought, her towns- 
people loved, honored and respected her. 

Miss Roberts was of marked personal 
appearance. The abundant brown: hair 
of youth now turned white, the expres- 
sive gray eyes kindling with heartfelt 
enthusiasm, the dignified carriage and 
her cheerful greeting, rendered her con- 
spicuous wherever she went, She pos- 
sessed besides, the truest Christian 
character and was’generous in thought 
aud deed. She had great executive 
ability, despised whatever was false or 
savored of hypocricy, was economical, 
thrifty, courageous, and true. Her 
friends were almost countless; her 
enemies, none. The tich and the poor, 
the favored and the unfortunate, loved 
and honored her as she did them. 
Character was the passport to her re- 
gard. Of high ideals herself she loved 
to see the sameinall. The young and 
old felt her influence for good. She 
was hypnotic. Ever willing to overlook 
and to forgive errors of omission or 
commission, she hag an abiding faith 
that the good, which she believed ex- 
istéd somewhere in every one, would 
sometime manifest itself. Her , appeal 
was always to one’s better natufe ; 

Her tastes: were -simple. “With “larger 
means she would’ not materially have 
changed -her—mode of life.—She de- 
spised vulgarity, Hers, in. very truth, 
‘Warr hearted 
and generous she deeply loved her coun- 
try, her birthplace, ber relativés, and her 
friends. “She was intensely loyal. False 
pretence was quickly recognized. Her 
judgment of people was rarely wrong. 


The young especially felt the charm and 


uplifting of her character. Many a Phil- 
lips boy will Jong cherish her memory. 
Miss Roberts was a great lover. of 
nature. Her garden was her delight. 
The clinging vines at her home, the 
trees and shrubs were friends whose 
growth she loved to encourage. One 
passing the “ Little Red House ”’ would 
notice the place. Every inanimate thing 
seemed to partake of the owner’s person- 
ality. This was especiaily true of the 
interior of the cottage.

Friendships were never more fair than 
the countless ones of hers, that made 
her not a woman’s woman nor. a man’s 
woman, but both. Her exquisite taste 
and her magnetic charm pervaded and 
adorned all that she did and was. ‘Toil 
and trial silvered hehead and chiselled 
her features in the beauty of holiness. 
The last enemy proved her a heroine of 
faith. We praise the God of love through 
blinding tears that she sings her Mag- 
nificat at Christmastide in Paradise.

An ex-Mormon 
missionary named Lundstrom gave 
the text of the oath of retribution pray- 
ing for vengeance upon this nation for 
the blood of Joseph Smith.

Prominent among the nomingtions 
before the senate on Dec, 12 were 
Charles P. Neill of Washington tm suc- 
ceed Carroll D. Wright as comm}bsaion- 
er of labor, and Willet J. Hayes of Min- 
nesota to be assistant secretary of agri- 
culture. 


Currency Bill In House. 

The house last week took up the 
Hill currency bill aftér passing 148 pen- 
sion bills. Mr. Welliams, the minority 
leader, opposed the measure, asserting 
that there was an influence at work 
“to displace government prévided mon- 
ey with ,bank provided money and 
thereby enable the banks to,make the 
profit on it.” He predicted that the 
bill- woyld lead. simply to socialism. 
Mr. Httr- of Connecticut, the author of 
the bill,;argied that the power.of the 
.treasury to purchase silver for sub- 
sidiary coin was practically unlimited. 
Te bill permits the deposit of cus- 
toms receipts.in banks, repeals the 
limit on’ bank note retiremé@nt and pro- 
vides for the recoinage of silver dollars 
into smaller coin.- It authorizes ten 
dollar gold certiticates.

Von Plehve Assassins Punished. 

Sasoneff and Sikorsky, who were 
charged with the assassination of 
Russian Minister of the Interior von 
Plehve by throwing a bomb at his car- 
riage in St. Petersburg on July 28, were 
declared guilty Dec. 13. Sasoneff was 
condemned to penal servitude for life 
and Sikorsky to twenty years penal 
servitude. The former before being 
sentenced made a long speech justify- 
ing the assassination as being for the 
public good. He was pale and weak 
from his long illness. The indictments 
said that Sasoneff had made a confes- 
sion that he was. a member of the 
revolutionary organization which aim- 
ed to secure political liberty with the 
object of establishing socialism. The 
infernal machine employed consisted 
of magnuesial dynamite inclosed in tin 
set off by the breaking of tubes con- 
taining sulphuric acid, which came in 
contact with chlorate of potash and 
sugar. 


Riots In Russian Capital. 

In response to a revolutionary circu- 
lar a great throng of men and women 
gathered in the Nevski Prospeck before 
Kazan cathedra! at St. Petersburg Dec. 
11 to make a demonstration in favor 
of social democracy and against the 
war. The authorities got wind of the 
plan and had bodies of police and 
mounted svidiers at convenient points. 
The crowd included practically the 
whole student body of the capital, in- 
cluding women students. At a signal 
all waved red flags and shouted, “Down 
with autocracy!”” Some started to sing 
“Marseillaise,” when all of a sudden 
the mounted troops wheeled into line 
and charged upon the crowd with 
drawn sabers. For a time the people 
resisted fiercely. About 200 of them 
were wounded and 100 arrested. It 
was feared by the friends of Prince 

| Mirsky that the incident would be used 

»€8 a Weapon against reform. This and 
more recent outbursts in various parts 
of Russia showed that the people who 
hoped for much from the zemstvoist 
proclamation were beginning to lose 
faith in the ezar’s intentions. The So- 
cial Democrats appear to prefer a popu- 
lar uprising to a peaceful acceptance of 
certain political reforms. 


France Recognizes Dueling. 
A precedent in favor of giving official 
| sanction to dueling in France has been 


made by the government’s issuance of 
a permit for M. Deroulede to enter 
France and fight a duel with M. Jaures. 
The fact that Jaures, who issued 
the challenge, is a Socialist indicates 
that his party is no longer opposed to 
the practice of dueling. 


Paraguayan Rebels Win. 

The government of Paraguay on Dec. 
9 accepted peace conditions imposed by 
the victorious revolutionists under 
General Ferreira. The conditions in- 
clude the' nomination of Juan B. 
Gauna for president. President Es- 
curra is to resign, and the present 
army is to be dissolved only after the 


new government is in effect and 
amnesty to political offenders is de- 
clared. 


Boston Elects a Convict. 

James M. Curley was re-elected to 
the Boston board of aldermen Dec. 138, 
when the Democrats carried the city 
elections by 20,000 majority, notwith- 
standing the fact that he conducted his 
campaign while occupying a cell in the 
county jail, to which he was sentenced 
for two months on the charge of con- 
spiracy against the United States. His 
offense was that of impersonating a 
constituent in a civil service examina- 
tion. Another man of the same name, 
Thomas F. Curley, in jail for the same 
offense, was re-elected to the state leg- 
islature at the November election. 


Commissioner Prouty’s Prediction. 

A significant comment made by 
Charles A. Prouty of the interstate 
commerce commission on the presi- 
dent’s railroad policy is that there will 
be either government ownership or gov- 
ernment regulation of the railroads. 
Which it will be, he says, depends 
mainly on the ‘managers of the rail- 
roads, and “if they do not want goy- 
ernment ownership they will cease 
their opposition to the president’s plan 
for preventing the enforcement of rates 
which are unreasonable.”

To Distribute Immigrants. 

Commissioner of Immigration Sar- 
gent is in touch with the passenger 
agents of southern railroads regarding 
a suggestion that: congress authorize 
the diversion of- the tide of immigra- 
tion toward the. southern states. It is 
thought that this policy woutd aid in 
the solutiagn of the race problem. It.is 
also hoped that it would tend to dis- 
courage the formation of alien colonies 
within our borders, besides~retieving 
the congestion in the larger cities. 


Treaty With Britain Signed. 

Secretary Hay and Sir Mortimer Du- 
rand, the British ambassador, signed 
the arbitration treaty between Great 
sritain and the United States Dee. 12 
at Washington. It is similar to the 
treaty signed with France and other 
nations. 


Legal and Criminal. 


Mrs. Chadwick In Ohio Jail. 
Notwithstanding that the Cuyahoga 
county grand jury had indicted her on 
two counts for forgery, Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick decided Dec. 13 to waive 
eXamination at New York and to meet 
her accusers at Cleveland, her home 
city. She traveled in the custody of a 
United States marshal and found a 
great throng of curious people await- 
ing her arrival at Cleveland. Her ap- 
pearance was the signal for an out- 
burst of jeers. Pending examination 
she was confined in the county jail. 
The disclosures made by Iri Reynolds, 
cashier of the Wade Park National 
bank, indicated that about $17,000,000 
worth of bogus securities had been ac- 
cepted by him, largely on the assur- 


” 
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ance given by Mrs. Chadwick that she 
was the illegitimate daughter of An 
drew Carnegie.’ Nearly all of the se- 
curities were in his name. It is now 
known that with a similar story she 
raised large sums of money from Pitts- 


burg millionaires, whose business rela- _ 


tions with Carnegie had been friendly. 


Decision Against Western Union. 

The United States supreme court has 
decided that the Pennsylvania railroad 
was within its rights in removing the 
poles of the Western Union Telegraph 
company on its lines in 1902 at the ter- 
mination of the contract between the 
two corporations. The Western Union 
is not found to have the right to emi- 
nent domain which it claimed. Justice 
Harlan dissented. 

The supreme court also ruled that 
debts created by fraud could not be 
discharged by proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy in the case of Bullis versus 
O’Beirne, coming from the New York 
courts and involving a transaction of 


$350,000.

A _ private official 
trial of the hydroscope has recently 
been made by the Italian government.

Oil Geyser In the Gulf. 

Captain Risk of the Mallory liner 
San Jacinto, who arrived at New York 
last week, reported the existence of an 
oil geyser bubbling up through the wa- 
ters of the gulf of Mexico about 125 
miles southwest of the Mississippi del- 
ta. For ten minutes his ship plowed 
through a sea surface thick with crude 
petroleum. It is thought that this phe- 
nomenon is connected with recent up- 
heavals in Texas oil wells.

CONG. HEMENW4Y’S BOYHOOD. 


From the Washington Post. 

Young Hemenway, at the age of 17, 
set out for Kansas with just about 
enough money to put him down in 
Harper co. He filed on a claim of 160 
acres, He was not old enough te com- 
ply with the homestead laws in his 
own right, and accordingly entered the 
land as head of a family. But covet- 
ous eyes were on his holding. and 1 
contest °was instituted against him on 
the ground that he was under age. 
There was but one thing to be done 
and that was either to gather the buf- 
falo bones on the plains and haul them 
to Wichita, a distance of 50 miles. 
Wichita was at that time the centre 
of thé “buffalo bones” mmdustry. Tne 
price on the market was $5 a ton. Two 
round trips a week was the limit, but 
through one entire summer and fall 
young Hemenway loaded his wagon 
and hauled the buffalo to market. He 
realized in this way between $6 and 
$10 a week.

The Poles of Lawrence 

The Rey. Frederick H. Page, pas‘or 
of Trinity church gave another ad- 
dress on Sunday evening in his course 
on “Social Studies of Our City.” He 
took as the subject of this particular 
study, “The Poles of Lawrence.” He 
said in abstract. 

“It js a conservative estimate that 
there are between 600 and 800 Poles in 
Lawrence. They have been coming 
here since 1893, but most of them have 
been here less than nve years. They 
are all of the peasant class and many 
of them are illiterate. Very few are 
from German  Polana. They come 
chiefly from Russian Poland and frum 
Austrian Poland, a -majority being 
from the latter country. At home they 
tilled the soil, but here they go into 
the factories for the most part. They 
are very numerous in the Connecticut 
valley arid there they work in the to. 
bacco fields as well as In the factories. 
The largest settlement In New England 
is probably in Chicopee, where. they 
number 6000.° They are hard workers 
and vigorous physically. Fully two- 
thirds of those in Lawrence are men 
under 50, unmarried or without their 
families. They are apt to live in a 
way which is very far below the standa- 
ard of our laboring peopie and indeed 
below their standard in Poland. A man 
who is here with his family will taxe 
anywhere from half a dozen to 20 to 
board and the conditions of eating and 
sleeping are bad. They are thrifty. 
Upon wages of about one dollar a day 
they will save sometimes as much as 
200 a year when they are laying by 
money to get their families over here. 
They pay 50 cents a week for lodging 
and washing and part of their food, 
They buy their own bread and sausage 
or ham and beer, and eat their own, 
although at a common table, where tea 
and coffee and soup is furnished. Their 
fare is poor and in general their scale 
of living is perhaps at the bottom. 
From the most appreciative standpoint 
it is difficult to say much that is cotn- 
mendatory beyond the prime fact that 
they will work. 

A few immigrants 
almost every week although most 
of them come in the spring. 
There are fully 1,000,000 Poles and 
their descendants of the first genera- 
tion in this’ country and most of them 
are in the coal mining regions, in Buf- 


arrive here 


falo, New York, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Chicago and Milwaukee. They are 
much better off in the Middle West 


than in the East. They nave 50 news- 
papers including four dailies in the 
great cities. But at the present time 
the Poles are coming to New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut, rather than to 
the West. The number here is steadily 
increasing. Many return to the old 
country, but they rarely stay. It -is 
the same story one hears so often 
who studies the immigrant. A few 
years in America changes their stand- 
ards but many of them do not rea'ize 
it until they try their old life one? 
more. 

“The Poles in Lawrence speak Polish 
who come from Russia and.the Aus- 
trians speak a Magyar dialect. Many 
can speak a dittle Lithuanian. The 
children afe fast getting - English. 
There are many of them in the prim- 
ary grades. They live on Union, Al- 
len and Middle streets and on Common 
street east of Newbury. There is quit? 
a colony in the Arlington district and 
those who have been here longest live 
in wards three and, four. One or two 
men only have accumulated property 
in the shape of real estate. In_ re- 
ligion they are all Roman. Catholics 
and are building a very neat and 
commodious house, of worship ,on 
Avon street just beyond the Friends’ 
meeting house.. This new church, is 
nearly. completed nd will be occupied 
early in 1905. It costs about $13,000 and 
is being erected by the St. Joseph's 
association, of the Poles. Their service 
is in Lat®f7 and they now worship at 
the old St. Laurence’s church an Tn- 
ion stréet, with the Itallansy « Ss 

“Within two years "past they have 
At first 
they feared to do this lest the Russian 
government should he furnished with 
a list of those who became Americans, 
and in. their ignorance they thought 
that tls would lay them liable to pun- 
ishment if they ever returned to Rus- 
sia. There are probably 50 Polish vot- 
ers in Lawrence. They have no idea 
of national politics. In parts of the 
country where they have lived for a 
longer time than here it is said that 
they are apt. to vote the Republican 
ticket because their bosses and over- 
seers Were usually Democrats. 

“In an inquiry about the Poles one 
is apt to be misled. by those who do 
not distinguish them from the Lithu- 
anians. 

“The latter, of whom there are 600 
In Lawrence, were formerly closely al- 
lied to the Poles but are of a differ- 
ent stock, and while living in the same 
general region in Russia, are as dis- 
tinct as Scotch and Irish. The Lithu- 
anian feels himself supertor to the Pole 
and since the renaissance of Lithuan- 
ian nationality in 1883 he has stead- 
ily drawn away from the Pole and in 
this country they do not live together 
or worship together, but as both are 
Slavs they are often confounded. The 
presence of the Slav is a serious proh- 
lem in Lawrence and the schools and 
churches and police court are the chief 
agencies of assimilation.” 


THE CORDIAL JAPANESE, 
From the London Tattler. 

The Japanese soldier, thouch one of 
the best educated in the world, is not 
a prolific letter writer. During the 
present war hundreds of Russian ‘‘let- 
ters home” have been published in the 
press, while the experiences and emo- 
tions of his gallant foe have been iz- 
nored. Japanese letters have, howerer, 
been picked up by Russians on many 
battlefields, and some of these trans- 
lated make interesting reading. 

The Japanese does not seem to hate 
his enemy with the Christian z-al 
shown by Ivan in his private corres- 
pondence. “I saw the Russians today 
for the first time,’’* writes Private 
Sucho Hira, “and found them pleasanr, 
though bearish. They were 3 prisoners 
and seeing them wounded and sad 1 


bowed many times, at which they 
laughed, not returning my _ inclina- 
tions.”
